Amend Claim 72 to read as follows: 



72 (Amended). The biological preparation of claim 71, wherein said cells are 
selected from the group consisting of hematopoietic cells, stromal cells, keratinocytes, 
astrocytes, fibroblasts and genetically modified cells.
